ed He Lords and Commons aſſembled in 

$8 » Parliament, finding the many Battells, 
WA) © dieges and other ſervice performed by the 
SL INE Army under the Command of Sir Tho- 

' (a hs) mas Fairfax, and the neceflary recrui- 
_ ting and ſupplying thereof at ſo great a 
diſtance hath occaſioned a. farre greater expence, 
then was at firſt conceived, And alfo the great Ad- 
vantages, which through the bleſſing of God, the 
Common-wealth hath received by the unwearied 
- indeavours of the ſaid Army; Doe hold it neceffary, that 
a Conſiderable fumme of Money bee forthwith ad- 


vanced for the ſupply of the ſaid Army, and denuying 


of the charges incident thereunto, Have Ordained, an 

-doehereby Ordaine by authority of Parliament, that 
the ſummeof forty thouſand ponnds ſhall be forthwith 
advanced by way of Loane for the intents and purpoſes 
aforeſaid, by, andon fuch perſons of abilitte as ſhall vo- 
luntarily, or by Afefſment lend the fame on the Securt- 
ty, and Termes hereafter expreſſed. And in regard man 

perſons of Abilitie through difaffetion or otherwiſe 
have been flow in the like Services tending to the good 
and preſervation of the Pubtique, It is therefore by the 
aid Lords and Commons Ons, for the more ſpee- 
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hy, _ feenow appointed nominated for that purpoſe,com

dy and orderly rayfing of the ſaid ſumme of fourry thou- 
ſand pounds. That the Committee appointed by ſeve- 
rall A&As of Comme Counſell for gathering of the 
Arrears, or any ſeven or more of them ſhall be a Com- 
mitrceto Regiſter andtakethe Subſcriptions of all per- 
ſons that ſhall voluntarily lend and advance moneys 
as aforeſaid, and to aſſeſſe ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhall 
not according to their Abilities, voluntarily and pro- 
portionably advancethe ſame.

Andbe it Ordained by authority aforc{a1d, That all 
and every perſon or pcrſons, being aſſeſſed by vertve

within ten dayes after notice given, or left at his or their 
uſuall place of aboad, or at the dwelling Houſe or place

tels of ſuch perſon or perſons ſo refuſing or negle&- 
ing to pay the ſame, which ggods fo diſtreyned ſhall be 
ſold by ſuch perſons as the ſaid Committee ſhall ap- 
point for ſatisfaction of the ſaid Aſſeſſment, and the 
{urpluſage, if any be, the ſaid Aﬀeſſment and Charges 
ſatisfied, be returned to the party diftrcyned. 
And ifany perſon ſhall negleR, or refuſe to pay the 
{um aſlcſ{sed, untill a Diftreſse be taken for the ſame 
then, that every perſon or perſons ſo negleCting or refu- 
{ing asaforeſaid, ſhall pay ſuch reaſonable charge for

And if no ſufficient Diſtreſs can be had, or taken of 
the goods of the perſons that ſhall be Aﬀeſced, by vertue 
of this preſent Ordinance, then ſuch perſon or perſons 
ſhall be by vertue of a Warrant from the Committee 
of Lords and Commons as aforeſaid who arc hereby 
authoriſed to grant the ſame, be commitred to ſafe Cu- 
ſtodie, there toremaine untill ſnch perſon or perſons 


ſhall ſatisfie the ſaid ſumme aſſeſsed upon them by ver- 


tue hercof, which money ſobrought into the T reaſurers 
at Warre ſhall be ifsued forth by: Warrant from! the
